1st Fiesta Held In 1M& 

The first Fiesta, known* then only 
as a "carnival", was staged Jn 1933 
under' the direction of Theodore 
Rinehart, then "mayor of the Uni- 
vet’slty*', to raise money to outfit 
the University Band. Subsequent 
Fiestas have . had this same -gpal 
as will the 1936 celebration. 

Because of .depression conditions 
in 1933, the Fiesta’ was not held. 
Hut in the past two years the cere- 
bration has been held early in May. 
The decision to hold the Fiesta. In 
the middle of May was prompted 
by bad weather conditions 'preva- 
lent during preeeedlng Fiestas, ft 
is hoped that conditions will be 
mdre favorable later in the month. 

Fiestas in. the past have offered 
all of the features of a carnival, 
including many, concessions. Ferris 
Wheels and Merry-Go-Round, as 
■well. a*, continuous dancing the 
three nights of thr celebration, 
production of a’ series of Fiesta 
musical shows, and the election of 
the campus popularity • quertv.

All of the laboratories are equip- 
ped with green stone composition 
blackboard* and Indirect lighting. 
Sinks and pegboards are Installed 
in every room. Red oak chairs with 
woven split white oak seats are

room. Larger labs are equipped 
with drawer lockers, kept locked 
by -those students who use them. 
These drawers fit in the tables 
where microscopes are kept and 
where students work. 

2 Share Microscope 

The cytology lockers are built 
In above work tables arranged 
around the walls of the room. 
Each locker Is constructed so that 
half of It connects with the adjoin- 
ing locker. Thus two students use 
a microscope in common while a 
separate compartment is allotted 
each person for other tools. An- 
other feature of the cytology lab- 
oratory* Is the Installing of eigh- 
teen small spiggotts around the 
edge of the sink so that students 
may wash their slides without de- 
lay. 

Installed in the ecology lab are 
heavy cases for storing pressed 
plants. Cases for pickled material* 
are constructed for the storing of 
pint sized jars.

Eddie Cantor, comedian, has an- 
nounced a four-year scholarship - 
and complete maintenance at any 
American college or university for 
the writer of the best letter on 
"How Can America Stay Out of 
War"? Cantor has set aside $5,000 
(or. the award. 

Four prominent educators, each 
the president of a college or univer* 
sity, comprise the judging body. 
They are Robert M. Hutchins, of tha 
University of Chicago; Frederick B. 
Robinson, College of the City of 
New York; Ray Lyman Wilbur, of 
Leland Stanford University, and 
Henry N. MacCracken. Vassar Col- 
lege. Their decision will be final. 

No Commercial Connection 

The Eddie Cantor scholarship 
competition has no commercial af- 
filiation whatsoever, according to 
the comedian. It is- entirely a per- 
sonal matter. There are no restric- 
tions or conditions; everyone is 
eligible to compete. However, in the 
event that the winning letter is 
from an individual unable to avail 
himself or herself of a college 
course, then he or she must desig- 
nate another to be the recipient of 
the award. The choice of school and 
the time of attendance is, optional. 
The letter is not to be over 500 
words. 

As soon as the best letter is de- 
termined by the judges, Cantor will 
deposit in the winner's local bank 
the sum of $5,000, which can be 
used only for the specific purpose 
of a college career. From this 
amount, an adequate allowance will 
be provided for the student to pay 
his entire tuition and living ex- 
penses during the -four-year term. 
The winner will receive the accrued 
interest on the money. 

Cantor Advocates Peace 

Cantor, in speaking of the com- 
petition, stated: "There are abso- 
lutely no strings attached to this 
offer. All one has to do is to sit 
down and write a straight-forward 
letter on ‘How Can America Stay 
Out of War ? 1 never was fortunate 
enough to have had a college edu- 
cation myself, but I want to provide 
one for some American boy or girl. 
Like most people in this country, 
I'm a rabid peace advocate. I'm cer- 
tain that the winning letter will be 
one worthy to bring before millions 
of Americans as another link in the 
Strong chain of peace". 

The competition will close Satur- 
day, Feb. 22. The judges' award will 
be announced by Cantor on Sunday, 
April 5. All letters are to be ad- 
dressed to Eddie Cantor, General 
Post office, Box 99, New York City.
